This section of eastern Manhattan is one of extreme contrasts. In 
the greater portion tenements still predominate, yet some areas 
have developed into exclusive residential neighborhoods. Fine 
apartment houses have been constructed in the lower Forties, on 
Beekman Place and along Sutton Place between 56th and 59th 
Streets. Incomes vary from low to high in accordance with the 
locality. Second and Third Avenues, on which are numerous retail 
outlets of every description, constitute the principal shopping 
streets. In the center of this territory the Queensboro Bridge serves 
as an important link between Manhattan and Queens. At the north- 
ern end of the district, there are the New York Hospital, Cornell 
University Medical School, the new Memorial Hospital, and the 
Cancer Research Foundation. 
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
